Expect 2,600,000 
Aliens to Report 
Their Addresses 


Commissioner J. M. Swing an­ 
nounced 
today 
the 
Immigration 
and Naturalization Service expects 
some 
2.600.000 
aliens 
to report 
their addresses in January under 
the 
1956 Alien 
Address 
Report 
Program. 
The 
Commissioner 
explained 
that under the 1952 Immigration 
and Nationality Act every alien in 
the United States must report hi- 
addrcss to the Service each J a n ­ 
uary. 
More than 2,300,000 aliens filled 
out cards last January under the 
program, and the figure is expect 
ed to reach more than two 
and 
one-half million in 1956. 
District Director Robert H. Rob­ 
inson of the Chicago District of the 
Service said 237,086 aliens regis­ 
tered under the program in this 
District during January last year, 
and a slight increase is expected 
under the 1956 registration. 
The 
immigration 
spokesman 
pointed out that every non-citizen 
(except 
persons 
in 
diplomatic 
st.it us and foreign representatives 
assigned to the United Nations) 
in the United States must report 
his 
address to 
the 
Government 
each year in January. 
He said each alien must fill out 
a registration card available at 
i U. S. Post Offices or at the near­ 
est immigration office. 
Parents may fill out cards for 
their children under age 14. 
Leg­ 
al guardians of aliens in custod­ 
ial care should fill out the address 
reports for such persons. 
Any alien who is ill may send a 
friend or relative to obtain the ad­ 
dress report card for him. and re­ 
turn the card after it Is filled out. 
After filling out the card at a 
Post Office or immigration office, 
the alien then gives the card to a 
clerk, and he has fulfilled his obli­ 
gation under the Act. 
The spokesman warned that any 
alien who willfully violates the ad­ 
dress report provision of the law 
may be fined up to $200, imprison­ 
ed for 30 days, and deported.
